Was 98.4, pulse 100, respiration 20. He passed the 
night eomfortably, sleeping until 3 a.m., 
he was wakeful for a _ period of 
two hours, during which time his pulse 
rosefto 120, but without the marked elevation 
of temperature which has characterized ‘the febrile 
disturbance heretofore. After this time he slept 
until morning. More nourishment was given him 
during the night than for several nights past. In 
reviewing the case of the president since his arrival 
at Long Branch, it may be said that in spite of the 
Various septic accidents, which have, for several 
weeks and do still complicate his case, he has cer- 
tainly not retrograded, but on the contrary, has 
made some progress toward convalescence.

A PREVALENT OPINION. 

There is belief that between now and Saturday 
there will be an operation performed on the presi- 
dent’s lungs which will consist of tapping them 
with what is known as the therapeutic needle, It 
is something like asiphon. A long needle is passed 
into the lungs and within is a suction to take up 
the pus. To-day Dr. Bliss wentto New York and 
the story is he has gone thereto get the necessary 
surgical pppliances for the operation. The presi- 
dent had a bad afternoon yesterday and nota very 
favorable night last night. He expectorates a good 
deal and itis feared he is raising pus from his lungs 
again. Within the past twenty-four hours he has 
had two fevers instead of one as usual. Last 
night's bulletin created somewhat of a 
panic, The surgeons, however, explained 
that frequently between the morning 
and night bulletins the pulse has gone up as high 
as120. The afternoon fever came on earlier than 
usual yesterday, and was still on when the night 
examination was made. To this was attributed the 
accelerated pulse and high temperature. 

HOW THE DAY PASSED. 
Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

To-day has been passed very quietly at Elberon. 
Nothing of a disturbing or exciting character has 
appeared at Francklyn. The president having passed 
about as good a day as yesterday without any mate- 
rial difference in his condition one way or 
the other, leaves but little of interest 
to report, The language of the ‘hiorning 
bulletin excited general comment, Diligent 
inquiry to-day failed toclicit any explanation of 
the phrase “‘septic,’’ which was used in the bulletin, 
beyond the fact that it indicated an impurity of the 
blood, or in other words, blood poisoning. Previ- 
ous to the issuance of the morning bulletin, a con- 
ference of _ the attending surgeons was 
held and it was understood § that it 
was somewhat prolonged by the argument as 
to what should be announced in the official bujletin 
regarding the most important and dangerous feature 
in the president's case at this time, namely, the af- 
fection of the right lung. The announcement 
finally agreed on and made is conceded 
by prominent surgeons here to be 
a@ virtual acknowledgement of what has 
been maintained by the most responsible journals 
throughout the country fer weeks, regarding the 
condition of the president's blood. This fact being 
eonceded, all the mystery connected, with the case 
appears to have disappeared.

The inference was that the care 
of Guiteau would then be left tothe civil authori- 
ties, and that they would be powerless to prevent 
the people wreaking summary vengeance on the as- 
sassin,’ 

This talk, coming, as it does from an army officer 
of high rank, shows the utter detestation in which 
Guiteau is held by those who are compelled by hard 
fate to be his defenders. 

CAN GUITEAU ESCAPE? 

Touching the question as to whether Guiteau 
could be convicted of murder in the first degree 
should the president die without the District of Co- 
lumbia, while it is generally conceded he could not 
be convicted in this jurisdiction, still section 78 of 
the criminal proceedings of New Jersey (revised 
statutes of New Jersey, 1877), would warrant his 
indictment and conviction in the state of New Jer- 
sey should the death occur there. The statute re- 
ferred to was passed since the decision quoted in 
section 3 of the Dutch reports. The section is as 
follows: 

“Section 78. Where any person. shall be feloni- 
ously stricken or poisoned upon the sea or at any 
place out of the jurisdiction of this state, and shall 
die of the same _ stroke or poisoning with- 
in the jurisdiction of this state, 
or where any person shall be feloniously stricken 
or poisoned within the jurisdiction of this state,and 
shall die of such stroke or poisoning upon the sea 


or at any place out of the jurisdiction of this 


state, in either of the said cases an indictment 
thereafter found by the jurors of the county within 
the jurisdiction of this state, in which such death, 
stroke, or poisoning shall happen respectively as 
aforesaid, whetherit shall be found before any coro- 
ner, upon the view of such dead body, or before a 
justice of the peace, or other justices or commission- 
ers, Who shall have authority to inquire of murders, 
shall be as good and effectual in law as well against 
the principal or principals in any such murder as 
against the accessor or accessories thereto, as if such 
felonious stroke, and the death thereby ensuing, or 
the poisoning and the death thereby ensuing, had 
happened in the same county where such indict- 
ment shall be found.’’ s

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STORY OF A BALLOON,

How It Went Up, and Then Came Dows Again---Se- 
eurely Anchored, the Voyagers Await a Favoring 
Breeee. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., September 15.—A correspondent 
with the balloon telegraphs from a farm-house in 
Ramsey county that, owing to a dead calm, which 
made progress in any direction, except up or down, 
fm possible, the balloon was anchored to wait for a 
wind. Following is a description of the trip: 


‘“*‘The balloon leftthe grounds exactly at 5:39 
local time, and started slowly southeast. The first 
rise was toa height of 3,000 feet. Then we settled 
slightly, and some sand was spilled. It only takes 
about half as much of the earthy material as was 
required to compose Adam to send our delicately 
poised vehicle thousands of feet into space, aud in 
a few moments we were four thousand 
feet in the air. But as we looked upon 
the scene spread out below us, the cry 
arose, ‘we are descending ;’ and of a verity we were# 
and fast at that. We did notcare to throw outmuch 
more sand, and, in the flurry of dropping over the 
drag-rope, part of it was still in coil, sothat the earth 
came up to meet us with a great deal more rapidity 
than was pleasant; but foilage is soft, and the warn- 
ing to keep inside the supporting ropes was heeded, 
so that, when into the tree-tops our car dashed, no 
one was even nervous, and the only damage done 
was the loss of the  carefully-prepared 
shélf by Signal Officer Upton. Fortunately a saved 
his instrumeuts. When thedra “rope was at length 
dropped in mene and 100 omatle of sand dispensed 
with, we ascended rapidly, though not toany great 
distance, and the end of the drag, resting on the 
earth, kept us almoststationary. At length, finding 
we were not making the slightest headway, the pro- 
fessor concluded to land, and a number of men be- 
low us took the rope and towed us over the treetops 
and a fence through a meadow, and beyond 
a yawning ditch to our anchorage. Hun- 
dreds of pounds of stone soon weight- 
ed the hydrogen bird’s wings, and that king 
of the airis now cribbed. When we will take a 
fresh start depends entirely upon the wind, and we 
pray earnestly fora hard one which will carry us 
southward and eastward. The meterological obser- 
vations, | need scarcely say, have no especial value 
as yet, the height so farattained being comparative- 
ly small; but Mr Upton is thoroughly prepared for 
our further progress, and during its continuance 
will take observations constantly. The aneroid 
barometers—there are two on board—work to a 
charm, and there is nothing to. mar the success of 
the expedition save the lack of a wind.”’ 

The balloon and itscrew are still becalmed four 
miles from this city, between the Short Line road 
and Fort Snelling, and are waiting fora breeze. 
The party was visited this afternoon, and Professer 
King stated that they had lost very little gas, and 
were in a good condition to continue the journey. 
They will try to get away to-night or to-morrow 
morning. The ballon isin an open pasture, about 100 
yards from where it came down fast night, and is 
securely anchored. Toan inguity this afternoon as 
to whether he would take the whole party, Profes- 
sor King replied that he certainly would, unless so 
much gas leaked out before they started as to render 
itimpossible.

The Exchanges Show a Hsavy Volume of Business--

has made some estimates of the probable price of 
middlings in New York this year, His figures are: 
On a crop of 6,500,000 bales, 11 cents; 6,000,000 bales, 
12 cents; 5,500,000 bales, 13 cents; 5,000,000, 14 cents: 
4,750,000, 15 cents; 4,500,000, 16 cents. If, therefore, 
the crop should fall to 4,892,886 bales, the price on 
this seale would rise to about 17 cents. 

The consumption of cotton in Europe in the year 
1878-9 was 5,439,000 bales, in 1879-80 6,075,000 bales, 
and in 1880-81, estimated for two months, 6,492,000 
bales. The consumption in the United States has 
increased with equal rapidity, the estimated con- 
sumption having been 1,625,000 bales in 1878-9, 
1,769,000 bales in 1879-80, and 1,915,000 in 1880-1. Ac- 
cording to these figures the world’s consumption of 
cotton for the three yeurs, was as follows: 


In view of this tendency of the consumption of 
cotton to increase rapidly, any material reduction in 
the supply promises to have a proportionately en- 
hanced effect upon the price. and this appears still 
more probable when the inereasing dependence of 
the world on the United States forits cotton supplies 
is taken into the account. In 1870 the United States 
furnished less than three-fifths, and in 1880 more 
than three-fourths of all the world’s cotton, as will 
uppear from the following table of the percentage 
oi the whole cotton crop furnished by the countries 
named: .

Arkansas—Thirty-one counties, average 55. 

Tennessee—Twenty-one counties, average 62, 

Corn—The general average of the corn crop Sep- 
tember Ist, was 60, being 17 per cent lower than the 
month previous, and 31 per centlower than a year 
ago at the same date. the cause of the low condi- 
tion existing in almost every section of the country 
is drouth. New England has been less 
affected by it than any other section 
east of the Mississippi, and reports an average 
of 90. In Wisconsin, Minnesota and most of the ter- 
ritories there has been seasonable weather, and the 
condition of the crops is correspondingly better, 
but in all other sections the report shows the effects 
of universally dry weather. From Illinois, Missouri 
and Kansas @ome serious complaints of ravages by 
the chinech bug, added to the prevailing drouth 
and injury to the crop prospect, ix shown by the 
little averages, which are 58, 42 and 65 respectively. 

Topacco—The returns from coceepencens give a 
very serious decline in the prospect for a crop, being 
some “40 percent less than a month since, with the 
exceptions of states north of the Delaware river and 
Wisconsin, in the west. The universal complaint is 
drouth, Kentucky and Ulinois each report little 
over half acrop, while Tennessee and Missouri re- 
port less than a two-thirds averuge; for the whole 
country only 65 against 85 last month, and &4 at this 
sume date lust yeur. .

The Estimate Made by an Observant Traveler. 

COLUMBUs, Georgia, September 13—Mr George A 
Norris has solicited my views with reference to the 
growing crops in the sections contiguous to this 
point. Having traveled over a large portion of this 
territory, lam prepared to write advisedly of that 
section embracing the counties lying along the Chat- 
tahoochee river from this place to Apalachicola, and 
also of the counties of Lee, Russell and Barbour, of 
Alabama, and Stewart, Mgrion, Webster, Chattahoo 
chee, Muscogee, Harris, Talbot and Meriwether, of 
Georgia. 

I find in all of the counties the crop is spotted—in 
some neighborhoods an average crop, while in some 
they are very poor. All sandy lands have been cut 
off by rust. On the bottoms and red lands lying 
south of Columbus, where the rust has not killed it, 
it is now being destroyed by the caterpillar and boll 
worms; so there will be no late crop. In some places 
the early drouth eut it down toa half crop. The 
larger portion of Muscogee county isin this condi- 
tion.

THE DARK MONDAY 


THAT BORE DISASTER TO THE PEO- 
PLE OF MICHIGAN. 


The Coming of the Pillar of Fire and Smoke---The 
Pright of the People--The Wild Ride of a Ma. 
niac-~--Courting the Beach--Flight of Wild 
Animals---The Charred Remains, 


Detroit Free Press Correspondence. 

On Saturday, the 3d instant, along the eastern 
shore of Michigan a thin cloud ef smoke rested 
over the forests and gave the lakea hazy look. On 
Sunday this cloud was thicker. Cattle and horses 
had a wild, excited look, and fowls acted in a 
strange manner. 

For ten days past fires had been burning in Sani- 
lac, Huron and Tuscola counties, but no one appre- 
hended any danger. Farmers had set fire to slash 
ings toclear the ground for fall wheat, but this 
happens every fall, and the fact that not a drop of 


water had fallen in from fifty to seventy days was } 


not considered by those who saw the smoke clouds 
and replied that there was no danger. There was 
danger. Behind that pall ofsmoke was a greater 
enemy than an earthquake, and it had a tornado at 
its ball and 200 miles of forest in the front. 

Monday morning the smoke cloud was thicker. 
Far out in the lake it settled down until lamps on 
shipboard had to be lighted to see the compass, and 
there was a weirdness about it which made sailors 
fear. Atuoon, on land, no midnight was ever 
darker. Lamps were powerless to light even a 
small room. All business was suspended in the 
streets of the towns, and in the country the farmers 
gathered their wives and children about them, and 
whispered that it was the coming of judgment. 
Hot waves swept through the forests and over the 
furms, parching the green leaves as if they had been 
placed in hot ovens. Smoke was everywhere— 
thick, bitter smoke, which blinded men and 
suffocated children in their mother’s arms. From 
noon until 2 o’clock a strange terror held the peo- 
ple in its grip. Then, all of a sudden, the heavens 
took fire, or soit seemed to hundreds. In some 
In 
others it was preceded by a terrible roaring, as if a 
tidal wave were sweeping overthe country. Al- 
most at the same minute the flames appeared in 
every spot overa district of country thirty miles 
broad by a hundred in length. 

A billow of flame ten—thirty—forty, and in some 
places sixty feet high, fanned by a hot and brisk 
southwest wind, rolled over this track and left be- 
hind it the charred bodies of hundreds of people, 
thousands of live stock, and one can hardly tell 
how many homes. Theveryairwasin flame. A 
gas formed ahead of the wall of flames, and this 
snapped and crackled and seorched and withered 
and left green leaves as dry as powder. 

At Richmondville, ten miles above Sanilac, one 
hundred and fifty people had comfortable homes, 
stacks of hay and grain, teams, eows, pigs, sheep 
and no fear of the fire which they knew was burn- 


| ing a mile away. At2 o'clock the flames rushed out 
A fire broke out in the west |

of the woods, leaped the fences, ran across bare 
fieids, and swallowed every house but two and 
roasted alive a dozen people. It is hardly forty 
to the beach .of the lake, and 
yet many people had not time to 
reach the water. Others reached it with 
clothing on fire and faces and hands blistered. The 
houses did not burn singly, but one billow of flame 
seized all at once, and reduced them to nothing in 
ten minutes. The two buildings saved were spared 
by the flames—not saved by the hand of man. The 
flames swept each side of them, as if mercifully in- 
tending to leave some landmark of the hamlet and 
some place to shelter women and children and the 
sick. Forty families in end around. this hamlet 
raced through flame and smoke for the lake. Some 
reached it, to remain in the water for hours, while 
others fell on the highway and were 
burned to u crisp. There was no 
time to save anything from the houses, and when I 
rode through the district, families which but a day 
before had been possessed ef plenty, were not the 
owner of a knife orspoon. Women were barehead- 


rods 


| ed and barefooted, children still worse off, and bare- 


headed men sat on the parched ground and won- 
dered if God had not forsaken them. 

A terrible cyclone struck this district with the 
flames and I saw many and many a spot where the 
billow of fire jumped a clean half mile out of the 
forest to clutch house or barn. The roaring and 
crashing were awful. Horses ran here and there, 
neighing and almost screaming in their terror; cows 
and oxen plunged and bellowed, and the most say- 
age dogs were so overcome by fear that they ran 
back into the blazing houses and died in the flames. 

In this awful confusion, with trees crashing down 
before the cyclone, and houses being unroofed by 
its terrible power, whilea great billow of flame 
came sweeping on as fast as a horse could gallop, 
fathers and mothers were called upon to save each 
other and their children. The highways were lines 
of fire. Rivers and creeks were dry ditches. The 
only chance to escape was to rush for the open 
fields, and yetin the open fields, men, women and 
children were burned to cinder. Those who pre- 
served their thought through the terrible confusion 
preceding the appearance of the flames seized the 
woolen blankets, wetthem thoroughly, and drew 
these over them as they crouched down on the 
plowed ground, and where this plan was followed 
their lives were generally saved. In some cases 
pec lay outin the fields fourteen long hours be- 

ore it was safe to rise up. 

To one riding through the district it seems miracu- 
lous that a single soul escaped. The fire swept 
through the green trees the same asthe dry. It ran 
through fields of corn with a speed of twenty miles 
an hour, and fields of green clover were swept as 
bare as a floor. Dark and gloomy swamps, filled 
with ponds of stagnant water, and the home for 
years of wild cats, bears and snakes were struek 
and shriveled and burned almost in a flash. Over 
the parched meadows the flames ran fas#r than-a 
horse could gallop. Horses did gy before it, but 
were overtaken and left roasting on the ground. It 
seemed as if every hope and avenue of escape were 
cut off, and yet hundreds of lives were spared. Peo- 
ple spent ten to twenty hours in ditches and ponds, 
or in fields under wet blankets, having their hair 
singed, their limbs blistered and their clothing 
burned off piece by piece. 

A mile north of where the old man Goodrich 
lived was a family which had a crazy son. When 
the smoke began to darken the country he began to 
get excited, and on the dark day, two hours before 
the flames eame, he mounted a horse and galloped 
upand down the country, crying out that the last 
day had come, and that the earth was to be swept 
clean. Later he was seen rushing headlong to- 
wards the flames, whooping and cheering, and no 
doubt he perished first of all. The horse itself 
seemed to partake of the rider’s spirit, and his shrill 
neighs answered the cheers of the rider. 

People felt the heat while the fire was yet miles 
away. It withered the leaves of trees standing two 
miles from the path of the fiery serpent. The very 
earth took fire in hundreds of places, and blazed up 
as if the fire were feasting on cordwood, The 
stoutest log buildings stood up only a few minutes, 
The fire seemed to catch them at every corner at 
once, and after a whirl and a rear nothing would 
be left. Seven miles off the beach, at Forrester, 
sailors found the heat uncomfortable. Where some 
houses and barns were burned we could not find 
even a blackened stick. Every log, beam and board 
was reduced to fine ashes. 

The people who sought the beach had _ atill to en- 
dure much of the heat and allof the smoke. Wad- 
ing out up totheir shoulders they were ‘safe from 
the flames, butsparks and cinders fell like a snow 
storm and the smoke was suffocating. The birds 
not caught in the woods were carried out to sea and 
drowned, and the waves have washed thousands of 
them ashore. Squirrels, rabbits and such small 
animals stood noshow at all, but deer and bear 
sought the beach and the company of human be- 
ings.

REDISTRICTING THE STATE. 


The Course that Thia Matter Will Probably Take, 


has taken the trouble to look up precedents on the 
subject of congressional apportionment he said, in 
reply toa question as to whether or not the state 
would probably be redistricted: 

“I suppose not. The uniform custom has been 
thatwhen congress makes a reapportionment that 
gives a state extra members to allow those extra 
members to be elected by the state at large.

Unless Governor 
Colquitt calls dt together in extra session we will 
have an election for one congressman by the state at 
large, if we are entitled to an additional member.”

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THE IRISH CONVENTION. 


Parnell Recetved with Cheers---The Proecedings of 
the Bedy. . 

DUBLIN, September 15.—About one thousand del- 
egates attended at the opening proceedings of the 
national convention to-day. Messrs Bigar, T P 
O’Connor, Sexton, Heely and Sullivan were 


present. Previous to the opening of the 
convention a conference of the delegates 
from the labor league was. held, and Mr 
Sexton informed them that the convention would 
adjourn in consideration of the questions affecting 
the laborers until to-morrow, for the purpose of 
enabling the labor delegates to confer with Parnell 
and the executive of the land league. 

Twenty-one members of parliament were present 
atthe convention. Parnell, amidst the greatest en- 
thusiasm, took the chair. Mr Sexton read a number 
of telegrams, particularly from the American branch 
of the league, exhorting the delegates never to rest 
until landlordism is abolished, not to pay rents, to 
hold back their harvests, etc. 

Mr. Parnell, in his opening specch, referred to 
the thinning of their ranks by ‘‘coercion"’ since the 
last convention. He said that for every ten in prison 
one hundred would join the league. He recapitulatead 
the resolutions, and said that the question of self- 
government was most important. He had always 
considered that it could never be settled as long as 
the questions in regard to rent remained in dispute. 
The land act left the rent question as a continual 
source of discontent and strife between the different 
classes in Ireland. He had no doubt that this was 
designedly so arranged by the British government. 
He warned the farmers not to trust to the land act. 
It was, he said, designed to break the league. No- 
body should appeal to the land courts until the 
test causes to be prepared by the league had 
been submitted. They should press forward to 
the abolition of landlords, and legislative independ- 
ence. He advised the farmer to borrow money 
under the land actso as to give work to laborers, 
and invited the latter to jein the branches of the 


ment if the farmers did not give them fair play. 

The reading of congratulatory telegrams 0. 
an hour. Amongthe more notable were threats to 
stop American subscriptions in the event of the agi- 
tation slackening. Mr. Sexton and Mr. T. P. O’Con- 
ner were elected secretaries of the convention.

The bill to prohibit the sale of whisky with- 
in three miles of the academy in LaFayette, 
Walker county, was taken up and passed. 

A message was received from the house no- 
tifving the senate of the passage of certain 
bills. 

House bills were read a first time. 

Bills were read a second time. 

Mr. McDaniel made a report for the special 
committee appointed to examine the hand 
book of forms prepared by Sillman & Thom- 
SOTI.

The house met at 9 o'clock, and was called 
to order by the speaker. Prayer by the chap-

An amendment by the committee on 
finance, substituting 3 for 2% per cent, was 
adopted. 

The report of the committee favorable to 
the nt of the bill was the next question 
to be voted on. 

Mr. Garrard lucidly Wk amt te the object 
and scope of the proposed amendment and 
forcibly urged the passage of the bill. 

Mr. Jemison characterized the bill as ‘‘a 
superlative piece of buncomb.” He did not 
see what was to be accomplished by it. The 
constitution had closed and hermetically 
sealed the doors of the treasury, and there 
was no chance to increase taxation beyond 
the absolute needs of the state. 

Mr. Garrard further advocated the bill, and 
disclaimed any thought of buncomb in_ this 
or in any of his acts. He _ corrected the im- 
pressions which, he said, prevailed with some 
that it was designed to cut off appropriations 
for public schools. He wentinto a statement 
of the finances and needs of the state, to show 
that the amendment could not cut off 
any needed revenues. 

Mr. Barrow highly complimented Mr. Gar- 
rard for his financial ability and his services 
to the state, but opposed this bill. He argued 
that the state’s right of taxation was a sover- 
eign oneand could not be limited or re- 
stained. He said the right of taxation was 
the life of the state, and for us to restrict the 
right of the people to fix its ameunt hereafter 
was to assume that all wisdom would die with 
us, The best thing for us to do was to legis- 
late for the present and to leave to those who 
may cqme after us the meeting of emergencies 
that may arise in their time. 

Mr. Jemison said that if there was no bun- 
comb in the bill there was nothing in it. 

Mr. Garrard retorted that there must be 
something in it to have aroused such fierce 
opposition by the gentleman from Bibb. 

The yeas and nays were demanded on the 
question of the adoption of the favorable re- 
port of the cgmmittee, and resulted—yeas 41, 
nays 96. So the report was not agreed to. 

Mr. Garrard then withdrew the bill. 

The bill to ~provide for the propagation of 
fish in the watersof thestate of Georgia. The 
substitute reported by the finance comunittee, 
of which he gave a synopsis on Wednesday, 
was the bill beforesthe house. This bill had a 
large plurality on Tuesday, but failed to get a 
constitutional maiority on that day and was 
reconsidered on Wednesday. 

The several amendments tothe bill, adopted 
on Tuesday, were readopted, including Mr. 
Miller’s, which limited the appropriation tp 
the Ist of January, 1538. 

Mr. Millerurged the passage of the bill, and 
answered the objection that too many dams 
would have to be altered to make fishways. 
He said that only in afewof the largerstreams 
would much expense have to be incurred on 
account of such fishways, as they were only 
required, in those having a capacity of 600 
cubic feet per minute at low water mark. 

Mr. Strother, of Lincoln, also supported the 
bill. 

Mr. Render opposed it on the the ground 
that it was not one of the objects for which 
the legislature was authorized by the constitu- 
tion tu impose taxation, and that the taking 
of the money for the proceeds of the inspec- 
tion of fertilizers was ‘an evasion of the con- 
stitutional limitation. 

Mr. Price opposed it on the ground that it 
would take 86,000 from a fund that had been 
devoted to the support of public schools. 

Mr. Northen supported the bill, suggesting 
that if it was deteated, the bill proposing to 
devote the proceeds from the inspection of 
fertilizers te common schools (now before the 
senate) might also be defeated. 

Mr. Price declared that the should 
not be coerced by any threats that a bill would 
be defeated in the senate unless the house 
would pass another bill. He said that he was 
an ignorant country hoosier, but he was not 
to be frightened from his propriety by any 
suggestion of that kind. [Applause.] 

Mr. Smith, of Oglethorpe, contended that 
the tax on the Inspection of fertilizers was 
paid by the people who use them, and that 
the additional burden proposed by the bill 
would fall on them. He insisted also that the 
bill would not confer ageneral benefit. He 
spoke until ‘‘time’’ was called on him, 

Mr. DuBignon opposed the bill on account 
of its penal provisions, also because it would 
take money which would otherwise go to the 
educational fund. 

Mr. Sweat called for the previous question, 
The vote on the 
adoption of the substitute sto xi—yeus Oo, hays 
nb. 

Mr. Foster closed the debate in a lucid and 
well-argued speech in favor of the ‘constitu- 
tionality and merits of the bill. 

On the question of the passage of the bill, 
the yeas were 70, and the nays 65. So the bill 
again failed for lack of a constitutional ma- 
jority.

facts.

“Tom's Cabin” and the literature to which 
its popularity gave rise, and its influence can 
be seen whenever the young men, greedy for

The Alderney cow which is to supply the milk 
hereafter used for the president arrived here yester- 
day morning from the Hon Henry C Kelsey’s Redgate 
farm at Newton, and was carefully placed in a stall 
in the Elberon stables. She is a two-year old, and 
the eee of the large herd of Alderneys owned by 
Mr. Kelsey. The animal was brought in a special 
car, and will receive extga attention, so that her milk 
may be of the finest qu¢tity. Food was broughtalong 
from Newton. The cow will be fed three times 
daily, each ration consisting of ten quarts of cotton 
seed] meal, linseed, and corn meal, mixed with six 
quarts of bran. Occasionally she will be given a 
meal of green corn and hay, and will also be allow- 
ed to browse on the grass. Mr Kelsey sent yesterday 
to New York for a bottle of special” design. The 
milk will be strained directly into the bottle, and 
then placed on ice. The cow has been named 
‘“Repartee,”’ and gives an average of twelve quarts 
of milk per day.

Held by the Broken Banks of Rome and Atlanta. 

There has been considerable talk during this ses- 
sion of the legislature about the money of the state 
in the Citizens’ bank of Atlanta and in the Bank of 
Rome. When these banks failed it was feared that 
the state would recover only part of what was de- 
posited in them under the state depository law. 

But the attorney general set up the claim that the 
state is a preferred creditor and established it be- 
fore the courts of the state, obtaining a very clear 
ruling from the supreme court on the point. 

In spite of this decision there have been some 
alarmists who have openly declared that the state 
was stire to lose a large part of the money deposited 
in these banks. As the amountinvolved was nearly 
$135,000, the matter assumed rather grave propor- 
tions. 

Yesterday a CONSTITUTION representative, with a 
view of ascertaining what are the real facts in the’ 
case, had a talk with Attorney-General Anderson, 
which was about as follows: 

Reporter—Do you think the state is going to re- 
cover the money she has in the two suspended 
banks at Romeand Atlanta? 

Attorney General—Yes, sir; I feel quite sure 
of it. 


Reporter—Would you object to giving the pubite 
the reason for the faith that is in you? 

Attorney General—Not at all. We will take the 
Rome bank first. The state had abont $42,000 de- 
posited there and soon after the supreme court 
decided that the state was a preferred’ creditor I 
went to Rome to see what could be done in the 
way of collecting what was due.

Trip, His Business oh the Other Side, and 
the Buccess of His Mission. 


Special Correspondence Constitution. 

Jostany’s Horses, Falcon Square, London, 
BE. C., August 15, 1881.—As you may have 
heard from Macon, I arrived safely in Liver- 
poolon Sunday night, July 17, by the City 
of Brussels, of the Inman line. We left New 
York on the 7th at 1 o'clock p.m., and landed 
in Liverpool on the 17th about 7 o'clock p.m., 
thus making the voyage from wharf to wharf 
in ten days and six hours. 

We had a very pleasant voyage; the sea was 
gnusually calm all the way across; and ex- 
cepting a few fogs, especially off the banks of 
Newfoundland, and a few times of mist, or 
gentle rain, the weather was very pleasant. 
And yet I was uncomfortable all the 
voyage. We read of the ocean when it is as 
gentle and placid as a lake shut in by high 
mountains on all sides. But that is a myth; 
if trucitis only true comparatively. Mid- 
ocean, when it is calmest, is like a lake un- 
ruffled by the wind, only when itis contrasted 
with itself lashed to fury by the storm. The 
sea is always in motion; it is never absolutely 
at rest. Hence the justness of the compari- 
son between the sea and the wicked; the 
wicked are like the troubled sea that cannot 
rest. Hence, this unfailing motion— 
even when the sea is comparatively most at

rest—alway causes seasickness im some, even 
when many unused to the sca are exempt 
from it. Unfortunately I am among those 
who never escape seasickness, no matter how 
comparatively calm the seamay be—no matter 
how fittingly it may be likened toa lake undis-

The man who is always 
afflicted by these things will be more or less 
seasick if they go to sea a hundred times; and 
the violence of the sickness will be propor- 
tioned, in a great measure, to the agitation of 
the waves‘and the corresponding movements 
of theship. Put one ina vehicle of any sort 
on land, and let it be tossed about in the same 
manner a ship is tossed by the waves; let the 
objects which he passes on his journey, 
—whetlrer trees, or fences, or. fields—have

akin to those which he experienced on the 
troubled ocean. This is the reason why some 
persons are sick from riding ina carriage or 
railway car; thisthe reason why they are 
more apt to be sick if they ride backwards. 
The brain goes with the motion of the vehi- 
cle in which they are conveyed; the stomach 
sympathizes with, and is disturbed by, these 
motions of the brain, and nausea is the sure 
result. As for myself—even when lying on 
my back with eves closed—if the ship 
pitch, I pitch with it; now I am_ shoot- 
ing feet foremost down an _ inclined 
plane, and now down the same inclined plane 
mverted, and with the same velocity. I am 
rushing backwards and with head foremost. 
For the same cause, if the ship roll, I roll with 
it; now on this side,fmow on that. The moye- 
ments in my brain, in both cases, exactly cor- 
responding with the movements of the piteh- 
ing orrollingship. Why, if I go tishing, and 
the wind stirs the waves and my cork moves 
with them, that cork dances in my brain even 
when I am not looking at it, and when the 
day's fishing is over I can see that moving 
cogk not only in my wakeful hours, but often 
in my sleep. And all this is independent of 
any condition of the stomach either before or 
at the time, The stomach becomes affected, no 
matter what its previous state may have been. 
The weakest will be unaffected if the brains 
and nerves are not; the strongest will be if 
they are. Hence, as long as my nerves are 
what they are, I shall be seasick every time | 
take @ sea voyage.

besides Sts Walker art gallery. Its spacious 

docks are the finest in the world. These lie 
for miles along the Mersey, amd were builded 
of huge stond masonry at a fafulous expense. 

Streets along the banks of the. Mersey, and 

within the city, were excavated deep enough 

to float ships of the largest tonnage, and ex- 
tended and vast enough to contain the my- 
riad ships which do business with this great 
city of commerce, and were divided off into 
docks. In these docks there is always a vast 
forest of masts; on the sides of the docks.are 
immense buildings or warehouses, for loading 
and unloading, with wide streets between the 
buildings. These docks, extending into the 
city, give to that part of it, as I suppose, 
something of the appearance of Venice, only 
the docks of Liverpool are much more impos- 
ing than the canals which float the gondolas 
of the Venetian city. Suppose that Bay street 
in Savannah, were one line. of docks filled 
with masts; that Broughton street were 
another, and South Broad were another; sup- 
pose that—intersecting these at right angles— 
connecting docks were excavated vut of 

Barnard and Bull andj Abercorn; suppose 

further, that Congress and York, etc., and 

Whitaker and Drayton, etc., which cross them 

at right angles, were so widened that their 

sides were occupied by warehouses running 
parallel with the docks, with spaces for wide 
streets between the warehouses; and suppose 
that the lengths of the docks were five miles 
up and down the Savannah river and the 
width a quarter of a mile, with a city of near 

a million of inhabitants beyond all this—sup- 

pose these things, and you might have some 

idea of Liverpool and its docks. 

The docks of Liverpool are connected just 
as much as the = strects of Savannah 
are connected. When they are crossed by 
streets, bridges space the docks; these bridges 
are easily opened to let vessels in and out. 
By means of gates there are entrances to the 
docks from the Mersey. At high tide the 
water in them is on a level with the water in 
the river. When ashipat high tide passes out 
of the Mersey into the docks, orout of the docks 
into the Mersey, the gates are shut down; 
hence the waterin the docks always remains 
at the same level with the water in the river 
at high tide. Whenthe Mersey is at low tide, 
the docks are not affected by it, for by means 
of the gates they retain their high tide level. 
Hence you will see that.the docks multiply 
vastly the wharfage power of the Mersey. If 
there were no docks this power might be in- 
creased by piers extending out into the river, 
as in New + ork. But this could be done 
only on a very limited scale ina narrow river. 
The piers would narrow and obstruct the 
river; now there no obstruction, The 
Mersey: has full play; its width is not at*all 
diminished, though its wharfage is multiplied 
a hundred fold. 

While I am writing about Liverpool I must 
not fail to mention the United States consul, 
Governor Packard, of Louisiana. When I 
wus in Liverpool, in 1878, I bore with 
me an autograph letter from 
Mr. Hayes to Mr. Walsh, who was then our 
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tinctively called By his name. 0 
after Dr. Osborn said what he did, 
the platform of the’ 
Brunswick chapel, the Rev. J. Stowell Brown, 
a distinguished Baptist preacher of Liverpool, 
who spoke in the name of the non-conformist 
wedchers that were then received by the con- 
lcetaabe: say, in the presence of Dr. Osborn 
himself, that ifany one more than another 
deserved to be called the savior of England, 
that man was John Wesley. The truth is, 
Wesley's sons in England are so rebuked by 
his superior labors and zeal, by his unequaled 
disiiterestedness, by his tiperatiied self- 
denial, by his matchless courage, that, as if it 
were a proof of theirown humility, they speak 
too guardedly of the pre-eminence that is now 
universally awarded by others to their illus- 
trious founder. What is most needed here by 
his followers is a revival of the faith, and 
spirit, and zeal, and self-denial, and catho- 
licity, and maaliness of John Wesley. While 
the fame of Wesley is increasing with all 
others—not only with other religious bodies 
of England, but with the rationalistie and 
sceptical writers of the times—it would seem, 
if one were to judge them by what they say 
of him and of special efforts to give more de- 
serving honor to his name and his work, to be 
constantly decreasing with his immediate fol- 
lowers. They are thinking, lam afraid, more 
about endowments than about carrying the 
gospel into regions beyond. So far has this 
been encouraged and fostered that the Wes- 
leyan ministers of to-day are better endowed 
than those ministers of the establishmont. 

Indeed, to be a minister of the Wesleyan 
conference is to be endowed for life. The 
average provision for the maintenance of a 
Wesleyan minister is better than the average 
provision for the maintenance of the priests of 
the establishment. The poor curates of the 
establishment, and many of the parish priests, 
are the self-denying, cross-bearing ministers of 
the England of the present day. In manya 
parish here, as I have been told, there are 
societies of ladies whose duty it is to beg cast- 
offand second-hand clothing for the poorer 
clergymen and their families. ‘Hence the 
Wesleyan ministers are most jealgusly guard- 
ing the door of admission to the tonference. 
The plea is that the admission of others at this 
time will be too greata draft on its endow- 
ments. Hence it is, though there were nearly 
one hundred men—the greater part, if not all, 
trained in the theological schools—who said 
they were called of God to the itinerant work, 
yet not one of them was received by the con- 
ference at Liverpool. 

The facts, it appeared, which existed in the 
days of the Master are reversed among the 
Wesleyansof to-day. He told his disciples to 
pray the Lord of the harvest to send forth 
laborers into His harvest. He looked out 
upon the fields and saw that they were white 
to the harvest; He mourned because the 
laborers were too few to reap down the ripened 
yrain. The Wesleyans of the present time 
find all this reversed. The harvest is scanty; 
the laborers are legions, And yet, in the lanes 
of the great cities, and in the mining and manu- 
facturing districts, there are thousands perish- 
ing for the word of life. There seems to be 
but little faith that God will feed his servants 
who labor faithfully in his fields. The con-

and, ina few years make themselves, more 
than ever, not only what they are, the léad- 
ing dissenting bodyin England, but the dom- 
inant spiritual force in all these lands. In- 
stead of taking up the mantle of Wesley and 
with it smiting the Jordan and dividing its 
waters, they have lost much of his faith and 
courage. ‘Their faith in God and His prom- 
ises is not the faith of the men who faced 
angry mobs, defied a godless clergy and de- 
spised both the flatteries and the anathemas 
of worldly bishops. They spend too much of 
the time of their conferences in fulsome 
compliments and praises of one another, and

Once he was cap- 
tured in a house on Decatur street, but before the 
officers could get him to the station-house he made 
his escape. Officer Couch has had three or four 
fights with Wiley and bears to-day the mark of his 
unerringaim.

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PUBLIC EDUCATION. 


The Enthusiasm of State School Commisasioner Orr 
Worked Up. 

Yésterday a CONSTITUTION reporter met State 
School Commissioner Orr, and by the happy beam- 
ing of his face saw that something pleasant was re- 
volving in his brain. After a cordial handshake the 
progressive educator said: 

“I tell you that our people don’t appreciate the 
value of the Naticnal teachers’ convention recently 
held here. I thougnt when it met that it would do 
more than anything that has recently happened to 
make the people of the north know us better, and 
like us better, and now 1 am quite sure that I was 

“What has convinced you, doctor?’’ 

“Why, one thingis the speech which Dr Wicker- 
sham recently made at the meeting of the state 
teachers’ association of Pennsylvania before 300 
teachers. Dr Wickersham was for sixteen years the 
state school superintendent of Pennsylvania, and 
isone of the most progressive educators in the 
country. Besides this he is a man of powerful in- 
fluence in his state. He came within a few votes of 
going to the United States senate recently, and was 
nearly nominated for governor by the convention 
which put out the present Governor Hoyt. 
He is a northern man, a union man and a strong 
republican, and I think these facts make this speech 
of hisa magnificemt tribute to Atlanto, to Georgia 
and tothe south. Here are some passages from his 
specch which want you to give to the people,"’ Said 
Dr. Wickersham: 

“Upat Chautauqna last summer there were several 
of the southern states represented. About twelve 
or fifteen teachers and school officers came up from 
Georgia, Alabama, Kentucky and Texas. They all 
united in the most earnest petitions that the 
national association should hold a meeting in the 
south. They said: Our people want to see the 
friends of education from the north. They want to 
hearthem. They want to become acquainted with 
them—fraternize with them. We accepted their in- 
vitation and went down south. I have just returned 
from there, and Iam prepared to give some little 
account of the experiment. Atlanta city is-in 
northern Georgia, as you all know. I was there in 
1866; it was a pertect desolation then, as wellas the 
whole country around. It has grown up since 
that time into a beautiful city of 45,000 people. 

“The members of the association were rejoiced to 
see that the platform of the hall in which we met 
was decorated with the good old Hag weso much 
love. The governor of the state delivered an address 
of welcome, and United States Senator Brown 
favored the association with some excellent 
remarks. A great banquet was given us, 
attended by 500 or 600 . people. The 
legislature, which is now in session there, extended 
to the members of the association the privileges of 
their halls, The city furnished carriages free to all 
of the members of the body who chose to use them, 
for a drive all about the city and the intrenchments 
outside of the city. The welcome given us by the 
people there was very hearty. They seemed glad 
to see US AMON, them. 

“T want tosay here, too, that the men who now 
manage the school affairs in the south—state su per- 
intendents and the leading teachers—are among 
the ablest, most learned, most zealous educational 
men I have ever met anywhere. This may be con- 
sidered remarkable, but such is the fact. They are 
generally graduates of colleges. They are men who 
have expended a good deal of time in the study ef 
school affairs, and they are remarkably zealous. 
Now, Il was surprised at this, and yet lam not com- 
mending them too highly. I never mgt anywhere, 
at any time, a body of educational officers superior 
to those thatare now in command of the common 
schoolarmy in the states of the south. They are 
doing a good work all over that country. 

“One thing more I must mention. Near the clos- 
ing of our association | was very much surprised to 
receive & pressing invitation given. by the senate 
and house of representatives, through a committee, 
on the subject of education. A 
yankee, a northern man, & man, too, who had worna 
sword in the war against them, being invited to ad- 
dress a southern legislature on the subject of free 
schools! Two other gentlemen were invited to 
speak with me. We met im the house of repre- 
sentatives. A large number of senators and 
members were present, and the house was filled 
with citizens. Speaking under such circum- 
stances, | was‘determined not to lower the common 
school flag I had borne so many years in the north, 
a single hair’s breadth. Itold them: ‘I have not 
one face to show you here and at the south another. 
I have ae as you know, the doctrine of com- 
mon schools in its most radicalshape. What Il mean 
bY a system of common schools is to provide an ed- 
ication free, everywhere, impartial to every child in 
the country, white or black, red or yellow.’ I went 
on in this way to elaborate the system. For the first 
fifteen or twenty minutes they listened at- 
tentively, leaned forward_in their seats to 
eatch the words as they cay@#/ from my lips. Then 
they began to applaud a »and byand by a lit- 
tle more. | had not spokes ten minutes longer un- 
til applause followed almost every sentekce. When 
I was ready to sit dowm, cries came from all parts 
ofthe house, ‘Goon!’ ‘goon!’ I went ona while 
longer, and when I finally closed, the applatse con- 
tinued at least three minutes. 

“In all my life, never anywhere made aff ad- 
dress that seemed so produce more marked ¢ffect, 
And this was in Georgia. y 
“Tax Bay Jus : er thiug begause I feel 
it to be justice to these people that I should say it: 
I am strongly of the impression that the great, wide 
chasm which has separated the two seetions for so 
long a time is drawing closer together, and that the 
great wound from which rivers of blood have flowed 
in the past isabout to be healed, and that we are to 
have a better, a.greater, grander union under one 
flag in the future, than we have had in the past.”

Jim Jones, a negro man residing at 152 Elliot 
street, suicided last night by cutting his throat with

For some time past Jones has been in poor health, 
and for the last three weeks has been con- 
fined to his room in _  hjs_ brother’s house 


on Elliot street. His illness created a morbid feel- 
ing, and for the past week Jones had been exceed- 
ingly despondent. Last night about 11 o'clock some 
friends who had been spending the evening with 
him, took their departure, and were shown to the 
front door by one of the occupants of the 
house, who was waiting on Jones, and 
who remained out of his room for quite a while.
